Hoffner died in the City Hospital 
at 5:85 last evening, from a bullet 
wound tn the abdomen, which was 
inflicted by Roy Mills, 19 years old, 
of 2628 Locust street, one of the 
prisoners. Mills and David George 
Collins, 18, another of the prison- 
ers, say they quarreled with Hoff- 
ner on the sidewalk, after Collins 
had collided with Mrs. Hoffner, and 
that Mille fired at Hoffner when it 
appeared that Hoffner might intend 
to shoot him. Roth deny that any 
attempt at robbery was made, 

Two New Arrests. 

Thomas Flowers, 48 years old, of 
$218 Knapp street, a former member 
of the Fire Department, was arrested 
ast night and admitted that he took 
part in the National Refrigerators 
Co. payroll robbery at Koeln avenue 
and the Missour! Pacific tracks. He 
gaid he was the one who lowered the 
grade crossing gates to stop the au- 
tomobile driven by Herman J. Hins- 
man, office manager of the National 
Refrigerators Co., who was then 
robbed of the payroll money, 
$4066.10.

NO GENERAL AMNESTY 


Palmer Tells Labor Leaders Gov- 
ernment Will Consider 
Cases Singly. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Labor 
leaders asking for general amnesty 


for political prisoners were told to- 
day by Attorney-General Palmer 
that the Government would con- 
tinue its policy of ‘“‘considering the 
cases individually.”’ 

Replying to the appeals of Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and former Repre- 
sentative London, New York  So- 
cialist, Palmer recited the cases act- 
ed upon since the cessation of hos- 
tilities and predicted that “at the 
end of three months more” less than 
160 of the persons convicted purety 
of violation of the espionage act will 
be left in jail."’ 

Palmer told the delegation which 
presented the resolution adopted by 
the American Federation of Labor 
convention at Montreal in June, that 
he would inform the President what 
they had said, but further than that 
he could do nothing. 

“You propose a general amnesty,” 
Palmer said. “Now I ask what and 
haw do you interpret that? Is it by 
= nau proclamation and if so 
how will you differentiate between | 
the so-called political prisongrs? 

“My judgment is that it would re- 
quire a proclamation by the Presi- 
dent dealing with every 
case. That, I suggest, 
what we are now doing. 

“I recognize some of the war legis- 
lation to which you object as >eitng 
necessary only under the exigency o% 
war.

“ ‘Has Senator Harding never heard of the 
Labor Conference of 1919, meeting as part of 
the league, which adopted a treaty against 
child labor, one providing for an eight-hour day 
(reducing working hours in Japan by more than 
25 per cent), one prohibiting night work by 
women and young persons and providing against 
work by women for 12 weeks at childbirth? 
The Second Labor Conference, the Seamen's 
Conference, has since met at Genoa, and thre 
third is to meet at Geneva in 1921. Beyond all 
this the league “has taken steps toward check- 
ing the epidemics of typhus and cholera in 
Central Europe; toward liberating the unfortu- 
nate prisoners of war in Siberia, who are mostly | 
Hungarians, and has set up the administration 
of the Sarre Basin and of Danzig.”

“‘*and the work is going on, as anyone who 
will read the literature on the subject may 
learn. The assembly of the league holds its 
firat meeting in November at Geneva, with 41

with a likelihood of about 60 members itn all, 
including every state of any consequence the 
world over, except the United States, Russia and 
Mexico.’
